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ENROLLMENT SHOWS INCREASE 
BUT ASS’N MEMBERS DECREASE 


In the past four years, this college has increased in numbers by 
leaps and bounds, and even this semester, while other schools were suf- 
fering a sharp decrease in the number of enrolled students, Sacramento 
State exceeded the enrollment of last semester. At first glance, this is 
a wonderful thing, but the fact cannot be overlooked, that although the 
enrollment has increased, the number of students belonging to the Stu- 
dent Association has suffered a severe setback. 

This is due to one of two things .. . lack of money, or selfishness. 
Age is not a factor; any person attending this college is as much a part 
of the student body as anyone else. Being married is not a factor, for 
the married student who is a non-member is shirking moral and social 
obligations. Working is not a factor, for a person who holds a job is 
much better prepared financially Lack of interest is not a factor, for | 
a person to say he is not interested is to admit that he is an incompe- 
tent, with no will of his own. 

This college has made certain commitments with other colleges in 
respect to baseball, track, and tennis; we have laid the groundwork of 
drama and music programs. These commitments were made on the ; 
strength of past semester funds, and to back out now would be to set 
the college back several years, both in scheduling and in loss of self- 
respect. If this trend continues, God help this country, for we wiil be 
turning out some of the finest specimens of poor citizens this country 
has seen. A person of this type has neither the will nor the right to 
govern himself, and is lacking in every phase of honesty of purpose. 

For those lacking in funds, provisions have been made in the con- 
stitution for free student body cards for we want nobody to feel that 
he has been left out because of something he could not help. When every- | 
one is pulling together, we shall have the type of institution on which 


we can look back and say, “I’m glad I went there.”
